IO Persons Hurt 
In Dispute over 
School Integration 


CHESTEO, Pa. (AP) — Civil 
rights 
demonstrations 
flared 
into violence in this southeast­ 
ern Pennsylvania city Friday 
night, resulting in injury to at 
least IO persons and the arrest 
of at least 28. 
The violence erupted when 
police attempted to disperse 
demonstrators blocking a street 
comer in the Negro section of 
the city. 
Fights broke out when some 
150 helmeted state and city po­ 
licemen, and deputized munici­ 
pal workers, 
swinging night­ 
sticks, moved in to make ar­ 
rests and herded the demon­ 
strators into buses to be taken 
to the police station. 
Rocks, 
bricks 
and 
bottles 
were hurled at policemen, win­ 
dows were smashed in police 
cars and persons at the scene 
said they heard a shot fired. 
A flurry of fighting erupted 
inside the bus and a second 
wave of violence flared, as by­ 
standers joined the melee and 
more police arrived. 
Mmutes later, some IOO po 
beemen rushed from buses to a 
nearby tavern where more riot­ 
ing and rock throwing was met 
with force by police, carrying 
riot sticks. 
Police quelled the outbreaks, 
but described the situation as 
tense 
as 
they 
patrolled the 
streets of Chester and followed 
up reports of vandalism and a 
rash of false fire alarms. 
Among the injured were six 
policemen and a Negro 21-year- 
old expectant mother. 
Police reported vandals also 
smashed windows in the home 
and automobile of Chester Po­ 
lice Capt. Theodore Laws, a 
Negro 
Among those arrested was a 
white minister, the Rev. Clay 
ton Hewett, 36, rector of Atone 
ment Episcopal Church, Mor 
ton, Pa., who was charged with 
inciting to riot. 
The civil rights demonstra 
tions have protested de facto 
school segregation in Chester.

Milk Shows 
Insecticide 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Dis­ 
trict and federal officials have 
cracked down after discovering 
that quantities of milk shipped 
into the capital contained up to 
eight times as much insecticide 
as permissible. 
Health officials said no health 
hazard was involved. But Sen. 
Abraham Ribicoff, D - Conn., 
who is conducting Senate hear­ 
ings on pesticide problems, de­ 
clared “the warning of the 
future is clear, and preventive 
action must be taken.” 
The insecticide was identified 
as heptachlor epoxide, used by 
dairy farmers to prevent weevil 
infestations of alfalfa crops fed 
to cows. 
As a result of the discovery, 
the District Health Department 
suspended the permits of 14 
farms, and the Department of 
Agriculture canceled its regis­ 
tration of heptachlor for use on 
alfalfa.

FBI Is Given 
Cleveland List 


CLEVELAND (AP) — Mayor 
Ralph S. Locher has sent a re­ 
port to the FBI charging that 38 
members of subversive organi­ 
zations took part in Cleveland’s 
civil rights demonstrations this 
year. 
The mayor reacted angrily 
last week when it was learned 
the FBI was investigating com­ 
plaints of police brutality in con­ 
nection with a demonstration 
at an East Side school site. He 
said at that time, “Let them in­ 
vestigate Communists—not our 
law-abiding policemen.” 
Mayor Locher did not ask for 
a congressional investigation, as 
had been suggested by some 
groups here. But he pledged full 
support of the police depart­ 
ment in any hearing that might 
be scheduled here by any fed­ 
eral committee. 
The Justice Department has 
indicated its investigation of the 
‘brutality” complaints produc­ 
ed no grounds for action against 
Cleveland police. 


First Civil 
Rights Bill 
Vote Coming 


WASHINGTON (AP)—Senate 
leaders said today they expect 
a vote by Wednesday on their 
amendment to the civil rights 
bill—an amendment they hope 
will drive the opening wedge 
into the Senate stalemate. 
Both leaders, Democrat Mike 
Mansfield and Republican Ever­ 
ett M. Dirksen, told newsmen 
the test on the first amendment 
to the measure should come by 
Tuesday or Wednesday. 
Soutlierners could upset the 
timetable. However, the Mans* 
field-Dirksen proposal on jury 
trials in discrimination cases is 
a gesture toward easing their 
opposition which has forced the 
debate into its 40th day.

Johnson Holds 
'Bright Hope'

WASHINGTON 
(AP)—Presi­ 
dent Johnson returned to his 
desk after a 17-hour tour of 
poverty-pocked areas saying he 
had found “a wonderful spirit” 
among the people in Indiana, 
Pennsylvania, Kentucky a n d 
West Virginia. 
And he said he was looking 
ahead to a “bright highway of 
hope” for the impoverished and 
unemployed of the nation. 
The President came home de­ 
lighted with the reception given

and hill-country sawmill work­ 
ers—even though his right hand 
was puffed and daubed with 
red antiseptic.

Convention Due 


ATHENS, Ohio (AP) — Mora 
than 
2,000 
students 
at Ohio 
University try their hand as po­ 
litical crystal ball gazers today. 
They plan to pick the man who 
will carry the Republican ban­ 
ner in the November presiden­ 
tial election. 
The 2,000 students are dele­ 
gates to a mock GOP conven­ 
tion on the campus.

Preceding the balloting, which 
will continue into the night if 
necessary to pick a candidate, 
Congressman-at - Large 
Robert 
Taft Jr., R-Ohio, will address 
the delegates. 
The two-day convention’s key­ 
note address was delivered Fri­ 
day night by Sen. John Sher­ 
man Cooper, R-Ky. 
Cooper told the sign-waving 
delegates that he agrees with 
President Johnson that some­ 
thing must be done to help the 
poverty-stricken sections of the 
nation, but he said he is hesi­ 
tant to endorse Johnson’s war 
on poverty plan. 
“The Democratic Administra­ 
tion,” Cooper said, “has proven 
too often that it is always ready 
to plunge into a program with 
little regard to planning or ex­ 
pense.”

Pyramids Are 
Space Savers

You can produce 
a 
lot

strawberries in an area only six 
feet square by literally piling 
them up — pyramid style. 
The strawberry pyramid is a 
space saver, an eye catcher and 
a conservation piece.

The size of each tier may be 
adjusted to fit individual needs. 
As an example, the base frame 
is made 6 feet square and plac­ 
ed in a level position.

Most of them are recom­ 
mended

be applied pre­ 
emergence—immediately aft­ 
er the beans are planted and 
up to the time when they start 
breaking t h r o u g h the soil. 
Two weeds which usually are 
quite difficult to control with 
pre-emergence materials are 
jimsonweed 
and 
cocklebur. 
However, 2, 4-DB will effec­ 
tively control them. 
The 
pre - emergence 
mate­ 
rials may 
be applied overall 
(broadcast) or in bands over 
the rows, leaving the middles 
to be cultivated. Better control 
of weeds is usually obtained by 
all pre-emergence materials if 
some rainfall occurs within the 
first few days 
after 
applica­ 
tion. 
Twenty to 40 gallons of spray 
solution per 
acre 
(broadcast) 
should be used with pre-emer­ 
gence applications.

herbicides

pounds of active ingredient per 
acre when applied overall. To 
determine the rate to use in 
band application, figure the pro 
portion of the area covered. A

The recommended rate of ap­ 
plication is 2 lb active - A of 
each material on most O h i o 
soils. On high organic matter 
soils, the rate should be increas­ 
ed to 3 lb-A of each. There are 
ready-mixed liquids and gran­ 
ules which are prepared in a 3 
to 2 ratio of NPA to CIPC re­ 
spectively, therefore, a rate of 
3 lb NPA and 2 lb CIPC should 
be applied per acre if these are 
used.

Wheat Program Signup Set 


During Period of May h i5

The signup period for the 1964 
wheat program 
extends from 
May I through May 15. 
Farm ers planning to t a k e 
part in the program must de­ 
clare their intentions and sign 
an agreement at the county 
ASC office. 
Wheat producers who sign up 
and carry out the program pro­ 
visions will become eligible for 
price 
support 
loans 
on 
all 
wheat produced, say Drs. Wal­ 
lace Barr and John Bottum, 
Ohio State 
University 
Exten­ 
sion economists. Such produc­ 
ers also will qualify for m ar­ 
keting certificates with a cash 
value and payments for divert­ 
ing land to a conserving use. 
Marketing certificates will be 
based on the normal production 
of acres of wheat for harvest, 
Drs. Barr and Bottum explain. 
Two kinds of certificates will be 
used. Domestic certificates will 
have a value of 70 cents a bush­ 
el and e x p o r t certificates a 
value of 25 cents a bushel. 
a a a 
EACH WILL be issued on 45 
per cent of the farm ’s normal 
production if the entire allot­ 
ment is grown. 
A farm er qualifies for price 
support loans 
and 
marketing 
certificates by producing within 
his farm wheat allotment, pro­ 
ducing within his wheat allot­ 
ment on other farms in which 
he has an interest, and produc­ 


ing within acreage allotments 
for other crops on his farm 
(this does not include f e e d 
grains). 
He also must divert an acre­ 
age equal to 11.11 per cent of 
his 1964 wheat allotment to con­ 
servation use and maintain the 
farm ’s normal conservation use 
base. He will receive payments 
for diverting this acreage. 
Besides the minimum di­ 
version of 11.11 per cent of 
the farm ’s wheat allotment, 
the producer can divert up to 
20 per cent more wheat acre­ 
age (or a total diversion of IS 
acres, whichever is larger) to 
conservation use, the econo­ 
mists say. lf the allotment is 
13.5 acres or less, the entire 
allotment can be diverted. 
Farm ers will want to consid 
er many factors before decid 
ing whether or not to partici 
pate in the program, Drs. Barr 
and Bottum say. Some of these 
factors are: s i z e of acreage 
allotment, 
expected 
y i e l d s 
compared to normal yields, val 
ue 
of 
marketing 
certificates 
p ri c e support loan rate com 
pared to expected market price, 
ways of maintaining or increas­ 
ing n o r m a l conserving base 
acreage for the farm, effect on 
the size of future acreage allot­ 
ments, value ot keeping the 
wheat supply in balance with 
need, and personal preferences.

Adding just 3500 cal­ 
ories to one week’s menu will 
provide the extra ration for one 
pound. 
In order to gain weight it 
isn’t necessary to overload with 
rich 
f o o d s . 
Supplementing 
meals 
with nutritious 
snacks 
may add calories without sup­ 
plying undue 
bulk. If 
eating 
three large meals is difficult, 
then 
the 
underweight 
person 
may undertake five or six sm all­ 
er meals t h r o u g h o u t the 
day. 
Just as increased activity is 
beneficial for the person try­ 
ing to lose weight, rest and re­ 
laxation are important to a per­ 
son gaining weight. 
To add pounds: drink whole 
milk, half ’n half or fruit juice 
when thirsty instead of water; 
keep snack foods around for 
nibbling; get into the bedtime 
snack habit; eat a peanut but­ 
ter sandwich for a tasty nutri­ 
tious snack with early morning 
coffee; have a milkshake break 
instead of the usual afternoon 
coffee break; eat slowly and en­ 
joy your meal. 
To subtract 
calories: keep high 
- 
calorie 
foods out of sight, but have a 
good supply 
of crisp relishes 
and fresh fruit and juice; em ­ 
bellish foods with low calorie, 
edible garnishes like green pep­ 
per rings, radish roses, carrot 
curls, forego rich sauces on veg­ 
etables and other foods; save 
dessert to eat later as a snack. 
No doubt, you have noticed 
the wide variety of “ diet pack” 
foods on the shelves — every­ 
thing literally from low-calorie 
soups to nuts! In most cases 
these products are wholesome, 
nutritious foods that can be in­ 
corporated easily into a reduc­ 
ed calorie diet. These products 
are 
m o r e expensive because 
you pay for the added conveni­ 
ence. 
What about drugs? 
Only 
a 
physician should prescribe an 
appetite-curbing drug if he feels 
it would be beneficial for some­ 


one 
trying to lose weight. In 
many cases reducing aids readi­ 
ly available to the public with­ 
out prescription are ineffectual 
and may even be harmful. 
No weight reduction is pos­ 
sible unless calorie intake is 
less than calorie out go in the 
body.

Loopholes Often Healthful 
By John Chamberlain 


There is everything in the 
world to be said in favor of tax 
reform. If only to save people 
those endless hours of torture 
tracking down mislaid sales re­ 
ceipts, l o o k i n g up illegible 
•crawls in notebooks, figuring 
how much to charge off for that 
maple tree demolished by light­ 
ning, computing the percentage 
of car write-off used for busi­ 
ness, and t r y i n g to rem em ­ 
ber forty d e t a i l s which you 
thought at the time you’d never 
forget, a change in the tax laws 
is at least twenty years over­ 
due. 
Having 
said 
this, 
however, 
this columnist must protest the 
unctuous moralism that crops 
up in the weeks after April 15 
when tax “loopholes” are t h e 
main topics of conversation over 
the c o f f e e . The fact is that 
“loopholes”, in default of a sen­ 
sible tax structure, are the very 
t h i n g s that have enabled our 
economic system to do as well 
as it has done through the years 
of the Cold War. The loopholes 
have been the health of the sys­ 
tem. 
One argument put forth by our 
economic Puritans is that reten­ 
tion by corporations of some of 
their profits for reinvestment 
purposes is a pure tax dodge de­ 
signed to e n a b l e rich stock­ 
holders to turn income into cap­ 
ital gains. True enough, the so 
called “double taxation” of divi­ 
dend money encourages stock 
holders to leave part of their 
profits in company treasuries. 
But the argument that this is a 
nefarious practice overlooks the 
fact that corporations need in­ 
vestment money from time to 
time if they are to keep the eco­ 
nomy efficiently alive. 
lf, after paying the federal 
government fifty-two percent of 
its profits, a corporation were to 
pass the g r e a t e r part of the 
remaining profits along to t h e 
stockholders as dividends, the 
government would end up by 
taking a grand total of some se- 
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venty to • I g h t y percent of 
corporation 
profits 
for 
itself. 
The economy would be starved 
for new investment money. Ef­ 
ficiency would decline, foreign 
competition would be more leth­ 
al, payrolls would diminish — 
and the government would have 
to try to cure the mess by going 
into manufacturing businesses 
for i t s e l f . 
Possibly this 
is 
what our economic Puritans are 
a f t e r , but as for me, I prefer 
the loophole that lets a company 
keep some investment f u n d s 
from being cut in half all over 
again by double taxation. Cor­ 
poration retention of profits is 
the loophole that has saved us 
from socialism. 
Another loophole resented by 
our economic Puritans is t h e 
one that permits corporation ex­ 
ecutives to build up their per­ 
sonal capital by exercising stock 
options. 
Michigan’s 
Governor 
George Romney, for example, 
has been criticized for getting 
shares in American Motors for 
much less m o n e y than he 
subsequently sold them for. The 
economic Puritans quite over­ 
look the consideration that Mr. 
Romney deserved some special 
recompense 
for 
rescuing 
the 
American M o t o r s Company 
from looming disaster. 
They also overlook the fact 
that stock options enable Mr. 
Romney to turn from business 
activities to public service with­ 
out subjecting his family to de- 
pirviation because of his ideal­ 
ism. Moreover, if R o m n e y 
hadn’t had the incentive to keep 
one of the lesser automobile 
m anufacturers from 
succumb­ 
ing to bankruptcy, we m i g h t 
have a higher degree of concen­ 
tration in the motor industry 
than we have now. The econom­ 
ic 
Puritans 
might 
rem em ber 
this when they next take off on 
the wickedness of the stock op­ 
tion l o o p h o l e . These critics 
of Mr. Romney’s stock option 
profits are the same economic 
Puritans who are f o r e v e r in­ 
veighing against the immorality 
of permitting 
the 
emergence 


of Big Twos and Big Threes in 
U. S. basic industries. 
Don’t get me wrong in this 
m atter of offering a defense of 
loopholes. I would vastly prefer 
a s i m p l e tax system, w i t h 
the U. S. Treasury taking a fix­ 
ed percentage (preferable at a 
flat rate on all incomes over 
$5,000) on one’s gross earnings. 
The rate s h o u l d be low en- 
ought to permit people to make 
charitable donations, to pay lo­ 
cal real e s t a t e and sales tax­ 
es, and to invest some of their 
s a v i n g s 
in new 
industry, 
without being allowed the com­ 
plicated exemptions that go by 
the name of loopholes. 
B u t 
just so long as we have steep­ 
ly progressive tax rates and 
double taxation of dividende, we 
are g o i n g to need the loophol­ 
es to keep our economy from 
dying on the vine.

Top Role in War 
On Poverty Urged 


PITTSBURGH (AP) — Presi­ 
dent Johnson appealed to the 
nation’s women here Friday to 
take a leading role in the “war 
on poverty.” 
The President, on a four-state 
tour of economically depressed 
areas, told the national conven- 
toin of the League of Women 
Voters: 
“I expect the women of Amer­ 
ica to be the first to enlist in 
this war because of their chil­ 
dren and the children of future 
generations.” 
The chief executive said his 
program of economic develop­ 
ment is aimed at providing use­ 
ful work for half a million young 
Americans now facing a bleak 
future. 
“We are going to take care of 
our children because one day 
our children will be taking care 
of America,” Johnson said. 
He introduced his wife as “My 
own secretary of war.” The 
women howled.

Willie Mays lias discovered a 
way to get a rest without col­ 
lapsing. 
All he has to do is hit a home 
run and two singles, get two 
walks and a stolen base, drive 
in two runs and score five runs 
—all in five times at bat. 
That’s exactly what he did 
Friday night as he led San 
Francisco to a 15-5 romp over 
Cincinnati. 
Mays, who was forced out of 
the line - up by illness the past 
two seasons, was pulled for 
pinch hitter in the ninth inning 
against the Reds after he had 
raised his batting average to a 
major league-leading .500. 
“ I didn’t want to take 
chance on him hurting himself,” 
Manager Al Dark said after the 
game. “ I know he can’t get 
hurt in the clubhouse.” 
Mays collapsed from indiges­ 
tion in September 1962 and left 
a game after suffering a dizzy 
spell around the same time last 
year. 
With less than two weeks of 
this season gone, the 32-year-old 
center fielder leads the major 
leagues in four categories be­ 
sides batting average. In nine 
games, he has seven home runs, 
17 hits, 17 runs scored and 17 
runs batted in.
